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Draft Lottery Now In Effect

WASHINGTON (AP) - Men 


from 19 to 26 years old born on 
Sept. 14 who have last names 
starting with the letter J will be 
the first ones drafted next 
month under the nation's first 
Selective Service lottery in a 
generation. 


In less than an hour and a 


half Monday night, all 365 days 
of the year plus Leap Year's 
Feb. 29 were drawn at random 
from a big glass laboratory jar 
at Selective Service headquar- 
ters here. 


The order 
In 
which they 


emerged, rolled up In blue plas- 
tic capsules, determines the or- 
der in which men with matching 


birthdays will be called for the 
draft next year — or, for those 
now deferred or exempt — in any 
future year when they become 
"1-A." 
Rep. Alexander Pirnie of New 
York, ranking Republican on a 
House 
subcommittee 
on the 


draft, drew the first date from 
the jar shortly after 8 p.m. 


Then a succession of young 


men and women — representa- 
tives of state youth committees 
created earlier this year as un- 
official advisers to the Selective 
Service System — took turns 
drawing the rest of the dates.

April 24; then came Dec. 30; 
then Feb. 14, Oct. 18, Sept. 6,

11 -12, when 11 U.S. troops were 
killed and 122 wounded in 149 
shelling attacks.

My Lai Investigation 


MY LAI, Vietnam (AP)—South 
Vietnamese legislators investi- 
gating an alleged 1968 massa- 
cre of civilians by U. S. troops 
entered this shattered hamlet 
today after being delayed by a 
South Vietnamese military op- 
eration. 
Riding atop two tanks, 
the 


legislators brought with them 
four civilians who said they 
lived in or were near the ham- 
let during the alleged massacre 
of 100 or more villagers. 


The legislators said the civil- 
ians told them they had not ac- 
tually seen American soldiers 
shooting unarmed men, women 
and children In My Lai on March 
16, 1968, but heard shooting and 
civilians crying. 


Sen. Tran Van Don, leader of 
the investigating team who is 
chairman of the Senate Defense 
Committee, had been held up in 
nearby Quang Ngai with his in- 
vestigating team. 


Westmoreland Talks 


WASHINGTON 
(AP)- Gen. 


William Westmoreland says the 
war in Vietnam "would be over 
by this time — or would be 
nearly over" had the United 
States continued bombing North 
Vietnam. 
The Army chief of staff made 
the assessment before a House 
subcommittee. 
Transcripts of Ins testimony

LOS ANGELES (A P)- Two 
members of a wandering band of 
hippies were under arrest to­ 
day and a third was te mg sought 
in the slaying of actress Sharon 
Tate and six others here last 
August. 
The honey blonde actress and 
four others were murdered at 
Miss Tate’s Bel Air mansion 
Aug. 9. The following day, sev­ 
eral miles away, a wealthy 
merchant and his wife were kil­ 
led in a so-called “ copycat” 
slaying. 
Under arrest were Charles D. 
Watson, 24, of Copeville, Tex., 
and Patricia Kernwinkel, 21, oí 
Los Angeles. Being sought was 
Linda Louise Kasabian, 19. also 
of Los Angeles. 
The Los Angeles Times said 
members of a hate-oriented, 
cult band of hippies were sus­ 
pected of the seven slayings, 
as well as at least four other 
“ grotesque ’ murders in the 


Los Angeles area. 
The Times said police believe 
the victims were killed both to 
“ punish” them for their affluent 
life style and to “ liberate” them 
from it. 
The newspaper said the police 
break in the case came two 
weeks ago when a young woman 
member of the hippie band told 
a police informer of the mass 
murders, 
recounting details 
which could be known only by 
the killers. 
The arrests, the search for 
Miss Kasabian and the indict­ 
ments to be sought culminate 
an intensive investigation by 
19 detectives, Police Chief Ed­ 
ward M. Davis told a news con­ 
ference Monday.

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An Unwieldy, Dangerous Tool 


The war protest marches In October and November were 


undoubtedly quite effective, despite administration insistence 
that they would have no effect. Such a large outpouring of persons, 
even though a lot of them were under voting age and some of 
them from violence -prone groups, could scarcely miss having 
an effect on the administration Itself. It most certainly must 
have had an effect on the members of congress. It probably 
converted no hawks to doves. But there is every reason to believe 
it hastened a movement that was already encouraged by more 
scattered protests preceding It. 


In that way the outpouring of protesters in the two big marches 


served a useful purpose. It heightened a sense of urgency in a 
situation that Is really urgent. To deal with such situations, the 
American people need something more quickly responsive than 
an election every four years. 


But mass marches on Washington and other big cities ot the 


nation are scarcely an ideal method of letting the people's senti- 
ments be known. 
They are unwieldly and they are dangerous. 


Moreover, they don't provide an opportunity for everyone to 
protest who would like to, much less provide an opportunity 
short of creating a riot for those who would protest the protest. 
Not everyone can go to Washington, or even San Francisco. 


Two well known opponents of the Vietnam war have voiced 


reservations about the wisdom of the mass marches. Sen, Ed- 
mund Muskie said in Oakland on the eve of the November march 
that he saw a serious risk in gathering so many young people 
on such an emotional issue, though he added that the democratic 
system should always allow people to protest openly. This week 
Sen. George McGovern expressed similar misgivings about 
gathering huge groups of protesters in one place. He said he was 
happy to note that the protest organizers are planning on smaller, 
local gatherings for Dec. 15. 


Of course, some protest marches have been carried out for 


the express purpose of a confrontation with authorities, with the 
express purpose of causing violence to call attention nationwide 
to the matter protested. That has been true In probably most of 
the Negro protest marches. 
And perhaps in the case of the 


Negroes, a minority group with local concentrations, it was an 
effective though hardly to be condoned method of getting attention. 


But in the case of big national issues such as the Vietnam war, 


violence serves no purpose.

just laws of our courts. 


My son was sentenced to 4Vz 


months at a ranch in Colusa 
County for contributing to the 
delinquency of a minor, he also 
being a minor of 16. 


Now, here is a man of 27 


years, serving 60-days in jail 
and $150 fine for statutory rape. 
This isn't justice to me or any 
other parent in this town. From 
the looks of these two cases 
the judge was either in a good 
mood or a bad one, this cer« 
tainally shows prejudice signs 
to me. 


While I'm on this subject I 


may as well mention that my 
boy has spent three weeks at 
C.Y.A., which will also be dead 
time. This made my boy in 


such a depressed feeling that I 
have gone to visit him every 
weekend to encourage him. 
He feels that our courts are 
not just. Juvenile halls and 
C.Y.A. camps a re understaffed, 
people are employed because of 
a need of good pay, not for the 
devotion to unstable children. 


While at this C.Y.A., in his 


dorm, he has seen a boy be« 
ing beaten by other boys in 
the dorm for no reason, the boy 
being beaten can't yell for help 
because he may be up for par- 
ole, and fear of losing his parole 
he keeps his mouth shut. 


Another boy had been given 


pain pills for a illness and 
wasn't watched while he was 
supposed to take his pills. He 
saved them UD to get high on, 
My boy thought to himself he 
wasn't going to tell the officer 
what the boy did, but during the 
night he couldn't sleep thinking 
this boy might be found dead 
the next day, so he did tell the 
officer even if he would lose 
his parole. 


I hope that people of this town 


will care enough to wake up and 
see that our town is corrupted 
but not by the juveniles of this 
town alone but by nrany of our 
high officials.

WASHINGTON - some explo- 


sive documents, accusing Sen- 
ator Vance Hartke, D-Ind., and 
Senate aide Nick Xapple of 
accepting gifts from a wealthy 
broadcaster, have mysteriously 
disappeared from the files of 
the Federal Communications 
Commission. 


The missing documents allege 
that Hartke received freepoliti- 
cal advertising on Indianapolis 


> adio station WIFE during his 
1964 campaign for the Senate 
and that Zapple accepted a num- 
ber of gifts, including an ex- 
pensive International sterling 
silver set and some fashionable 
Pendleton Mills clothing for his 
family. 
As a member of the Senate 
Comnunications 
Subcommit- 


tee, Hartke wields great in- 
fluence over broadcasting af- 
fairs. Zapple, the subcommit- 
tee counsel, is also a power in 
broadcasting circles. 


Their benefactor is identified 
in the documents as Don Burden, 
owner of radio stations WIFE in 
Indianapolis, KOIL in Omaha, 
and KISN serving Portland, Ore. 


He insisted to this column that 


his Indianapolis station had sold 
the advertising time to Hartke 
but had been unable to collect. 
Other sources claimed that the 
unpaid advertising amounted to 


no more than $2,000. 


CONTROVERSIAL GIFTS 


Burden acknowledged that he 


•had given Zapple a silver set 
and had sent his family scarves, 
sweaters and other articles 
from Pendleton Mills. 


"We have exchanged gifts," 


explained Burden. "I have sent 
Zapple Christmas gifts, wed- 
ding gifts for his daughters, 
several gifts. 
The silver set, he said, had 


been a Christmas gift. Zapple 
told this column, however, that 
he had solicited the set as a 
raffle prize for the Whlttier 
House, a Jersey City, N. J., 
boy's club. 


Both agreed that the date of the 


gift went back at least three 
years. But Victor Burlock, di- 
rector of the Whittier House, 
said he didn't receive it from 
Zapple until last year. To the 
best of his recollection, he said, 
it was raffled off for about 
$1,000. 
Apparently, Zapple kept the 
silver set until FCC officials 
got wind of it. 
As part of an 


investigation into alleged ir- 
regularities at WIFE, they ob- 
tained an affidavit from Bur- 
den's former private secretary, 
Louise Rudol, who told about 
the 
gifts 
to Zapple and the 


"free" advertising for Hartke. 


On The Right 
And On To Vietnam

The slaughter at Songmy (My 
Lai 4) raises those mind-numb- 
ins? moral 
questions which 


strike one with special force 
on the eve of a visit to Saigon. 
I so there, by the way, on offi- 
cial business for the United 
States Information Agency, but 
— I take the time to put it in- 
to the recerd — the statute is 
plain on the matter, the Ad- 
visory Commission of the USIA 
on which I serve was intended 
to work in behalf of Un ited States 
Information Agency, a distinc- 
tion which even those senators 
who accept contributions from 
labor unions and then find Judge 
Haynsworth unfit to sit on the 
Supreme C o u r t will perhaps 
recognize. 
What should one especially 
look for in Vietnam ? The ques- 
tion plagues the individual who 
has no pretensions to sophisti- 
cation in military matters, and 
who resents efforts by others 
to reveal what are the roots of 
public sentiment in a compli- 
cated situation, after a short, or 
even a protracted, visit to a 
foreign countrv. what, for in- 
stance, can be said at this point 
concerning the appalling situa- 
tion at Songmy? What are the 
principal questions that ought 
to be asked?Mr. James Reston 
suggests the difficulty of the 
problem by asking what is the 
moral logic of a situation that 
calls for giving medalstopilots 
who bomb civilians, and court 
martialling 
infantrymen who 


kill the same civilians with rif- 
les? 
A few preliminary observa- 


tions- 


1. What makes a killing espe- 


cially abominable is the ques- 
tion of the necessity for it. A 
pilot 30,000 feet high who is or- 
dered to lambast a city, vill- 
age, or hamlet because it is a 
center of enemy activity and not 
otherwise neutrahzable, pro- 
ceeds with few moral scruples. 
In any event, those who ponder 
thp deed, worry not about the 
soul of the pilot who drops the 
bombs, but about the soul of the 
general who told him to do so. 
In Songmy, it was different. 
There, or so the story goes, in- 
dividual 
American 
soldiers 


squeezed triggers of rifles aim- 
ed at individual civilians who 
could not realistically be held 


to be a part of the enemy's 
war 
machine. For 
instance, 


children. Under 
the circum- 


stances, if we are still inclin- 
ed to the presumption of inn- 
ocence, we examine other pos- 
sibilities. 


2. Could it have been panic? 


What is it that causes panic? 
It is a commonplace Lhat sol- 
diers who are being sp.ot at, who 
do not know whether they will 
live to see another day, who 
are tired and calloused and ex- 
citable, do things which their 
consciences would not justify 
when in cool working order. Is 
there palpable, in the anxiety 
to denounce the soldiers who 
took part in the massacre at 
Songmy, that old anxiety todis- 
credit the Vietnam War by any 
means? The facts may, and yet 
may not answer convincingly 
that question. Thus far it looks 
like 
simple barbarism, like 


bloodlust sadism. The trouble 
with that explanation is that it 
does not easily reconcile with 
what we know about typical 
Americans. Were these typical 
Americans? 
Were 
they the 


kind of Americans who, if they 
had not found themselves in 
Vietnam with Vietnamese to fire 
at, might have found themselves 
in Chicago or New York or Los 
Angeles aiming their guns at 
bank tellers or enemies of the 
local syndicate? 


3, and most important. Are we 
perhaps, in our common rage 
against these soldiers, engaged, 
however subtly, in a circle - 
squaring expedition?The same 
week that Mr. Nixon expressed 
himself as quite properly horri- 
fied at what happened at Song- 
my, he officially proscribed 
the use of chemical and biolo- 
gical weapons by the United 
States even in retaliation a- 
gainst their use by an enemy. 


It seemed so simple, so wise, 
so humane, it hadn't been done 
before ? By say, President John- 
son? Well, not Johnson, be- 
cause we all were taught that 
Johnson wanted to napalm lit- 
tle children. Well, John Ken- 
nedy^ Why didn't he cometothe 
same 
conclusion? Or, before 


that, Eisenhower the Good ? 
We are, it seems to one ob- 
server, engaged, somehow, in 
trying to make war tolerable— 
which it isn't.

ELUSIVE EVIDENCE 


The affidavit has now disap- 


peared, along with at least two 
other documents from the WIFE 
file. This file has been the sub- 
ject of a jurlsdictlonal battle 
between the FCC and the House 
Commerce Committee. After 
at first rejecting the House de- 
mand for the file, the contro- 
versial papers have been turn- 
ed over to the committee. Com- 
mittee 
investigators 
have 


learned, however, that three 
documents are missing. 


FCC insiders have told this 


column that the documents deal- 
ing with Hartke and Zapple were 
ordered 
destroyed 
on 
the 


grounds that the FCC has no 
business 
investigating Cong- 


ress. The issue of the missing 
papers was raised behind closed 
doors by the FCC on Nov. 4. 
George Smith, Chief of the 


FCC's Broadcast Bureau, gave 
the commissioners a confiden- 
tial briefing as to whatthe mis- 
sing 
documents 
contained. 


Without benefit of this Infor- 
mation, some of the com- 
missioners earlier had voted, 
four to three, to overrule the 
complaints against WIFE and 


renew its broadcast license. 


Both Burden and Zapple em- 


phasize that there is no con- 
nection between the gifts and 
the WIFE investigation. Neither 
Hartke nor Zapple, they insist, 
tried to Influence the FCC's 
vote on the case. 


Nevertheless, the whole affair 


could stand a little more sun- 
light.

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Mullaney Wants Zone 
Defense In Pro Ball 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — "Bring 


back the zone defense" says 
Coach Joe Mullaney of the Los 
Angeles Lakers, who admits he 
practically designed a new of- 
fensive tactic to help achieve 
that objective. 


"I can't see any reason why 


outlawing the zone makes bas- 
ketball any better," he told the 
Southern California Basketball 
Writers meeting Monday. 


The zone was outlawed in the 


National Basketball Association 
this year, and first-year coach 
Mullaney doesn't like it. The 
alternative to the zone is the 
man-to-man defense. 


Mullaney's strategy in recent 
games is to line up four of 
his men on one side of the 
court while his speedy scoring 
ace Jerry West drives up the 
m iddle of the court for a score. 
West is regarded as tough to 
check in a man-to-man situa- 
tion. 
"Last summer at the first 
coaches' meeting, we went over 
the rules,"Mullaneysaid."The 
commissioner said there were 
some changes in the zone de- 
fense rule. The only change, 
they said, required the defen- 
sive man to stay with his off en- 
s ive man. He was not permitted 
to stray for more than three 
seconds." 


"1 asked them how close the 


defensive man had to be and 
they told me four to six feet. 
I told them., 'that means you're 
forcing me to play a bad man 
to man defense.' Atlanta coach 
Richie Guerin asked what would 
happen 
if a defensive man 


peeled back into the key and 
guarded the opposing center. It 
was ruled that would be okay." 


"Then I asked what would 


happen if there was no center 
there. I got no answer." 


"So when we get into injury 


difficulties, I decided to use the 
rules. The league says the de - 
fense must play the offense 
wherever they go." 


Since this is true, West is 


told to take his man one-on-one 
and try to score. 


"West is one man I don't 


think many people can defense 
one-to-man. I'm simplyplaying 
within the rules." 


Mullaney 
says "the rule 


should be taken out and the 
rest of the season should be 
played without it and see if 
the people mind zone defenses. 
I personally feel that with the 
24-second clock, zone defenses 
won't be bad for basketball." 


The Lakers' injured list in- 


cludes Wilt Chamberlain, Elgin 
Bayler and Keith Ericksoncur- 
rently.

This was serious to the dollar, 
because the United States, guar- 
anteed to redeem dollars for 
gold at the rate of $35 an 
ounce. Figuring that the United 
States might run short of gold, 
the speculators hoped toseethe 
metal's price raised to $70 an 
ounce. 
Both individuals and some go- 
•\ernments hoarded gold on this 
prospect, and the price moved 
up to more than $40 an ounce. 
Theoretically it was possible 
to bui gold from the United 
States at $35 and sell It at 940 
an ounce. 


This disparity threatened the 
stability of the dollar. And since 
a stable dollar was necessary 
to world trade, and in fact to 
the soundness of other curren- 
cies, the world's bankers de- 
cided to cut off the speculator's 
market. 


Thex established a two-tier 
system, meaning 
they would 


pay debts between nations in 
gold, valued at $35 an ounce, 
but wouldn't sell any more of 
their dwindling supply to spec- 
ulators.

Honore is about a block away 
from the U.S. Embassy on A ven.

yards from the Elysee Palace. 
Perhaps for those reasons sue* 
cessive ambassadors have co- 
veted it as a residence. 


Bought 
from the Frenchi 


Rothschilds in 1948 for $1.91 
million, the mansion provided' 
office space for more than 100 
embassy staff members until 
1967. 


That was when the House Ap- 


propriations subcommittee a. 
agreed to a long-standing re* 
quest for money to restore and, 
redecorate the mansion as the 
ambassador's residence. 


Congress appropriated $875,. 


000, a great deal less than 
originally requested by the State 
Department, and much too little 
to do the job.

Ohio, the ranking Republican on 
the committee, wanted to know 
"what happened to that mon.

Law Change Jan. 1

SACRAMENTO (AP) — Cali- 


fornia soon begins taxing some 
church businesses, although the 
move Is more a reflection of
